After Federal Judge LandLs of Chi- 
cago had issued a search warrant au- 
thoizing the 'seizura of important doc- 
uments in the possession of Mr. Vee- 
der, the federal circuit court of appeals 
restrained a marshal from removing or 
examining any of the papers in VeecU 
er's vault and further from examining 
or in any way using papers already 
seined by the government.

The temper of the Vienna officials is 
shown by the fact that they permitted 
the widespread publication of the fa- 
mous Polish manifesto, in which the 
policy of the German government re- 
garding Poland and the Ukraine was 
denounced in most scathing- terms.

proni, probably with two fusilages with 
a centraJ body .between them. 
The 
central body probably carries an engine 
at each end, while four other engines 
are disposed in pairs on the wings 
outside the twin fnsilages. 


ANOTHER CALL TO ARMS

IS and flour, 17.

and computes the price in 1917 as 116 
for Pennsylvania anthracite stove coal; 
116 for chestnut and 117 for bitumin-

the border, a detachment of mounted 
German military police galloped 
urj. 


After a short skirmish, the guard suc- 
ceeded in overpowering1 the Alsatians. 
A few of the Belgian workmen,

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THE AMERICAN BOLSHEVIKI 
The time has arrived for taking a 


more serious view of the war and 
closing up the ranks of the people at 
home to stand behjnd the army of the 
United States and those of the Allies 
in one of the most momentous struggles 
of all history. Just because Germany 
threatens Petrograd and has Russia 
at her feet, some pessimists may be led 
to conclude that she has proved her In- 
vincibility. 
But if she be not beaten 


in the present war, she cannot he 
beaten at all until she falls to pieces 
through her own moral rottenness. 


The entrance of Japan into the Rus- 


sian arena has great significance. 
In 


addition to this the coming to this 
.country as ambassador of Japan that 
well known and popular statesman. 
Count Ishii will vastly aid in bringing 
the United States and Japan into such 
a close bond of friendship as will 
greatly strengthen both by co-opera- 
tion and consequently aid the cause of 


' the Allies. 


Japan is at present a nation of vast 


resources, and great fighting strength. 
By her action in Siberia and nearer 
Petrograd, if necessary, she will not 
permit the Germans to exploit the en- 
tire country as they had hoped to do. 


This new victory will help to stimu- 


late-the people of Germany and Aus- 
tria, now weary and sick of the horrors 
.of war, but that will not bring peace. 
The Allies must get in upon German 
toll and force the fighting there before 
Germany will agree to any terms upon 
which a. permanent peace could be se- 
cured. 


Should the Entente be compelled to 


make a compromise peace, Germany 
would at once proceed to build up a 
fleet that would beat that of England 
and in ten or a dozen years she would 
be ready for another war in which 
she would have a greater man power 
to draw from and much greater ma- 
terial resources of. every kind. During 
this period, the other nations ravaged 
by war would be engaged in 
recon- 


struction work, while Germany 
not 


having suffered territorial despoilment 
as they have, would go on with her 
military preparations. 


Under such conditions every other 


country in the world through dread of 
pan-Germanism would have to adopt 
universal military training and prepare

NOT A WAR FOR CAPITALISTS 
The government .takes over the rail- 


road 
corporations, guarantees divi- 


dends, agrees to spend hundreds ol 
millions in their maintenance and re- 
habilitation, and to return them to the 
corporations in better shape than ever 
within IS months after the war. This 
certainly is not heading toward gov- 
ernment ownership but in exactly the 
opposite direction, and the M'ar finance 
corporation measure is simply an ex- 
tension of this policy to street car lines 
lighting and power plants, industrial 
and mercantile corporations, all pri- 
vately-owned public-serving concern 
upon which the movement for public 
ownership has been directed. 


Naturally the high financiers are op- 


posed to the war finance corporation 
measure. If they- have a ready market 
for their loans at 8 or 10 per cent, they 
don't want to see the government fi- 
nancing corporation beggars at 6 per 
cent. Naturally, too, if interest rates 
are high and the demand strong, 
Liberty Bonds at 3, 4 or 5 per cent, 
are not as attractive as they might 
otherwise be. 


Under such conditions there will be 


no room to impose upon the public 
by calling this a war for capitalists. 


It is reported that Germany wants 


to drop the- gas bombs, if the Allies 
will only do the same. Can it be that 
Germany is being outdone with her 
own methods? If she thought she was 
having the best of it in the gassing 
attacks she would never make such a 
request.

FULL POWERS TO PRESIDENT, 
RECOMMENDS NATIONAL CHAM- 


BER TO ITS 500,000 MEMBERS 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—En- 


dorsement of the Overman bill giving 
the president full powers to centralize 
control in any way he sees fit, was 
recommended today by the board of 
directors of the United States chamber 
of commerce to the more than 1,000 
chambers of commerce and other in- 
dustrial organizations comprising its 
membership. This is in line with the 
chamber's action since last September 
when it called for central control and 
responsibility for procuring war mate- 
rial and supplies. 


. "The development of an organization 


to bring about central control and re- 
sponsibility for procuring war material 
and supplies has now reached a point 
where further progress can not be had 
without action of congress," said Wad- 
dill Catchings, chairman of 
the war 
committee of the chamber of commerce 
of the United States. "However • ex- 
cellent the numerous plans of reorgan 
ization in the several departments are 
they can be put into effect only whei 
congress grants the power. 
"No matter whether one might hav 


been disposed to urge the passage o 
the bill for a ministry of munitions an 
a war cabinet, this hardly seems th 
direction for effective effort 
at 
thi 
time," he continued. "Those in charg 
of the administrative machinery of th 
government are strongly opposing th 
passage of these measures. Tho ad 
ministration's proposal that the ex 
isting machinery should be changed t 
bring about central control .and re 
sponsibility offers an opportunity fo 
progress which all should support."

can consolidate the buying from th'i 
numerous scattered departments an<

Likewise he could invest in some cen- 
tral agency the power to reach deci- 
sions and to determine the great ques- 
tions which affect more than one de- 
partment. 
In similar manner the president wil 


have power to centralize and remove 
duplication of effect where conflicting 
activities have developed in connection 
With the war. For example he e 
form a central secret service for the 
United States during the war by trans- 
ferring to one central agency the se- 
cret service activities which are now 
scattered between many departments 
such as justice, treasury, war, navy 
etc.Until some legislation such as this is 
passed the various bureaus and divi- 
sions of the government will be com- 
pelled by the existing statutes to' con-

independent activities. 


There will exist nowhere the authority 
necessary to bring about central con- 
trol and responsibility. Since the Ov- 
erman bill carries out the spirit -and 
the purpose of the resolution adopted 
at tlio. War Convention of American 
Business held at Atlantic 'City by the 
United States chamber of commerce 
last September, the chamber gives it 
its unqualified support.

Much is boing said about the caloric 


today, and it is well for us to under 
stattd just what it really is. 


Not only do we need to know about 


the kinds of food and their function in 
the body, but we must also know the 
amounts of food necessary 
to supply 


ihe body requirements under 
various 


conditions. 


There is an accepted standard 


unit of comparison by which we can 
estimate the value of everything. For 
example, the unit of weight 
is 
the 


pound, the .unit of measure is the pint, 
the unit of length, the inch, the unit 
of currency, the dollar, and the unit of 
heat, the calorie. 


When food is taken into the body it 


Is acU-ri upon by the different discs- 
live juices. changed into a liquid form, 
and carried by the blood to the differ- 
ent parts of the body, where it is con- 
.Verted into body tissues, or 
used 
to 


supply nervous or 
muscular 
ec*rgy. 


Energy is the power to do work. This 
work .may be internal such 
as 
that 


carried on by the different organs, or 
external such a.s walking", running: and 
ihe like. 
When the food is 
going j 


through these changes in the body, a i 
varying- amount of heat is given 
off j 


according" to the kind of 
food con- 


sumed. 
Since heat can be measured, 


and is easily transformed into 
forms 


of energy, the energy value 
of 
food 


can be determined in terms of heat, by 
estimating: the amount of heat given 
off when it is used in the body. 


Careful experiments have been made 


to determine this fuel value of differ- 
ent food stuff's, by burning- outside the 
body, a weighed amount of food 
special apparatus in such, a way that 
no heat is lost, but is taken up by 
known volume of water. This device 
is called a CaJorimeter, and the amount 
of heat required to raise one kilogram 
01 water 1 degree centigrade, or in 
other words, 1 pound or 1 pint of wa- 
ter four degrees Fahr. is cabled, the 
calorie, or food unit. 


By burning: in this calorimeter 1 


gram of the various foodstuffs namely, 
protein, fat 
and carbohydrate, 
and 


then noting the change in temperature, 
and allowing for the fact that in the 
body the food is not 
as 
completely 


burned as in the calorimeter, the fuel 
value of food has been established 
as 


follows:—

or

To find out'then th« total energy 


taKfrn into the body in form of food 
we must first weigh each article of 
food, ascertain from some one of the 
various tables on record, the per cent, 
of protein, fat and carbohydrate it con- 
tains, and multiply this'per cent by 
its proper calorific value and add the 
results.

This method, however, is not 
very 


practical for the ordinary home maker. 
She might not have a table giving the

Fr. Finn and his Paulist choristers 


from Chicago, between BO and 75 men 
and boys, were triumphant in Asso- 
ciate hall last evening", when they al- 
ternately soothed and thrilled an au- 
dience which filled the floor of the 
hall and the greater part of the bal- 
cony. It was one of those seemingly 
unattainable 
evenings 
when 
music 


lovers are able to gather and enjoy 
the results of the efforts of a group 
of healthy men and 
boys whose en- 


thusiasm and ability are ever held in 
control and directed 
admirably into 


channels ol real art by a highly gift- 
ed leader. 
Perhaps the surprise of the evening 


was the character 
of the 
program. 


The flrst triad of religious numbers,

Heney ask- 
ed for a supplement to the espionage 
law to facilitate the government's In- 
quiry into tho industry. 


After Federal Judge Landis of Chi- 


cago had issued a search wan-ant au- 
thoizing the seizure of important doc- 
uments in the possession of Mr. Vee- 
der, the federal circuit court of appeals 
restrained a marshal from removing or 
examining any of the papers in Veed- 
er's vault and further from examining 
or in any way using papers already 
seized by the government. 
Wants Espionage Law Amended 


Specifically Mr. Heney asked that 


congress amend or supplement the es- 
pionage act so that the "decision of a 
judge who issues a search warrant 
ihall be conclusive upon the question 
o£ tl;e existence of probable cause, and 
that a summary 
proceeding 
already 


provided by the statute, for the deter- 
mination of the question of whether, 
the property seized under the writ was 


used for the commission of a felony, 
shall likewise be conclusive for

and jingoism. 


Peace will come when

say to their emperor; 'You whom we 
have followed and 
obeyed; you 
for 


whom we have 
sacrificed ourselves 


and our dear ones; you who have not 
spared even our ideals and beliefs and 
traditions—we have sacrificed 
all 
to 


you—and what have we 
in 
return? 


Nothing but hunger 
and 
cold 
and 


nakedness, disease and death, ruin and 
destitution.' 


"Never before in the history of the 


world has there been sacrifice so great 
or so willingly made. Before our hero- 
ic deeds the armies of Napoleon shriv- 
el, and what have we won by it? 


'"Two years ago the world lay at 


our feet; strangers from every 
land 


came to our doors; all over the world 
the industry of our 
merchants 
was 


successful. 
Everywhere the 
German 


spirit was welcomed and honored. Will 
it ever be so again? 


"'All over the world we are despised 


and hated, on our foreheads rests the 
curse of cam, 
l£en shun us in tlie 


streets and our language is forbidden. 
"We have you, Emperor William, we 


have you to thank that the achieve- 
ments of a century of national effort 
have been lost. We will no longer fol- 
low you." 


The document ends with a still long* 


er denunciation of the ambition, vani- 
ty and personal cowardice of the em- 
peror.

for 'ultumiaous.

late the people of Germany and Aus- 
tria, now weary and sick of .the horrors 
of war, but that will not bring peace. 
The Allies must get In upon German 
soil and force the fighting there before

' which a permanent peace could be se- 


cured. 


Should the Entente be compelled to 


make a compromise peace, Germany 
would at once proceed to build up 'a 
fleet that would beat that of England 
and in ten or a dozen years she would 
be ready for another war in which 
she would have a greater man power 
to draw from and much greater ma- 
terial resources of every kind. Curing 
this period, the other nations ravaged 
by war would be engaged in recon- 
struction work, while Germany 
not 


having suffered territorial despoilment 


i as they have, would BO on with her 


military preparations. 


Under such conditions every other 


country in the world through dread of 
pan-Germanism -would have to adopt 
-universal military training and prepare

The government takes over the rail- 


road corporations, guarantees 
divi- 


dends, agrees to spend hundreds of 
millions in their maintenance and re- 
habilitation, andVto return them to the 
corporations in letter shape than ever 
within IS months.after the war. This 
certainly is not heading toward gov- 
ernment ownership but in exactly the 
opposite direction, and the war finance 
corporation measure is simpljr an ex-' 
tension of this policy to street car lines, 
lighting and power plants, industrial 
and mercantile corporations, all pri- 
vately-owned public-serving concerns 
upon which the movement for public 
ownership has been directed.

LOWELL'S POLICE PROBLEM 
Tho Lowell Sun explains tho predlc 
ament Lowell finds Itself in as a result 
of the action of General Hodges, com- 
mandant of Camp Devens. who refused 
to allow any soldiers not residents of 
Lowell to visit the city, by admitting 
that tho police department of the city 
hus been divided into , two camps by 
politics.

The man had been seen in tho daytime 
by several patrolmen and might have 
boon arrested without any such near 
tragedy if there had been a system by 
which the fact, that the man was want- 
ed had been passed out at roll-call to 
the whole department. 
Wheels within wheels in police de- 


partments do not help at all. 
The 


police officer who conceals information 
of value to the entire force in the hope 
of making an important arrest himself 
is not doing tho right thing by the 
city that employs him. 


The Sun does not take, kindly to the 
suggested plan that Lowell establish 
a vigilance committee that will re- 
store good moral conditions and their 
argument is sound tnough. The Sun 
says: 
'There has been come talk of a vigi- 


lance committee of citizens to deal 
with the soldier question. That would 
be an admission that our police de- 
partment is unable to cope iwith local 
conditions and an admission also that 
the false charges made relative to 
these conditions are true. There is no 
need of a vigilance committee if the 
police department be utilized, as 
it 


should be to enforce the law. We 
should have some police authority in 
Lowell capable of defending her good 
name against attacks calculated to lead 
outsiders to believe that Lowell is a 
city given over to riot and disorder. 
—Holyoke Transcript. 


FULL POWERS TO 
PRESIDENT, 


RECOMMENDS NATIONALCHAM- 


BER TO ITS 500,000 MEMBERS 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—En- 


dorsement of the Overman bill giving 
the president full, powers to centralize 
control in any way he 
recommended today by 


sees fit, was 


_ the board of 


directors of the United States chamber 
of commerce to the more than 1,000 
chambers of commerce and other in- 
dustrial 
prganizatlons comprising its 


membership. This is in line with the 
chamber's action since last September 
when it called for central control and 
responsibility for procuring war mate- 
rial and supplies. 
"The development of an organization 


to bring about central control and re- 
sponsibility for procuring war material 
and supplies has now reached a point 
where further progress can not be had 
without actio'n of congress," said Wad- 
dill Catchings, chairman of th« war 
committee of the chamber of commerce 
of the United States. "However ex- 
cellent the numerous plans of reorgan- 
ization in the several departments are. 
they can'be put into effect only when 
congress grants the power. 
"No matter whether one might have 


been disposed to urge the passage of 
the bill for a ministry of munitions and 
a war cabinet, this hardly seems the 
direction for effective effort 
at 
this 
time," he continued. "Those in charge 
of tho administrative machinery of tho 
government are strongly opposing the 
passage of these measures. The ad- 
ministration's proposal that the ex- 
isting machinery should be changed to 
bring about central control and re- 
sponsibility offers an opportunity for 
progress which all should support.' 


The falseness of tho impression that 


the Overman bill grants additional 
powers is emphasized in the recom- 
mendation sent by the chamber to its 
members. The bill simply gives the 
president power to redistribute the 
functions of the executive agencies, to 
transfer duties, powers, records, and 
personnel from one executive agency 
tc- another and to employ such addi- 
tional agencies as he may deem neces- 


Er'roneous, too, is the inference that 


the bill gives the executive power to 
divert public monies from the purpose 
for which they were appropriated and 
to use these monies for other purposes. 
The act specifically provides that any 
monies appropriated snail be available 
for the purpose for which it was ap- 
propriated under the direction of such 
agency as the president may direct. 
It must be borne in mind that the ob- 
vious intent of tho bill is solely to give 
the president the power to create an 
administrative machinery designed to 
meet the problems of the war. 
If this act is passed the president 


can consolidate the buying from the 
numerous scattered departments and 
bureaus to such extent as he may find 
necessary and place this buying under 
the control of some central agency. 
Likewise he could invest in some cen- 
tral agency the power to reach deci- 
sions and to determine tho great ques- 
tions which affect more than one de- 
partment. 
In similar manner the president will 


have power to centralize and remove 
duplication of effect where conflicting 
activities have developed in connection 
with the war. For example he could 
form a central secret service for the 
United States during the war by trans- 
ferring to one central agency the se- 
cret service activities which are now 
scattered between many departments 
such as justice, treasury, war, navy. 


G Until some legislation such as this is 
passed the various bureaus and divi- 
sions of the government will be com- 
pelled by the existing statutes to con- 
tinue 
their 
independent activities. 


There will exist nowhere tho authority 
necessary to bring about central con- 
trol and responsibility. Since the Ov- 
erman bill carries out the spirit and 
the purpose of tho resolution adopted 
at the War Convention of American 
Business held at Atlantic City by the 
United States chamber of commerce 
last September, the chamber gives it 
iis unqualified support..

Dear Friend: Your letter dated Jan 
8-reached me. a day or two ago and :

I think 1 wrote a couple 
after that, though it is pretty hard to 
keep track of correspondence m tins 
kind of a Jnisiness.

When that is running, -which 
is very seldom, I can tell the time of 
day, but days of the week and .dates

I want to thank you for having my 
name placed on 
your .mailing 
list 
"Lowell's 
Greatest 
Newspaper" 
ar- 
rived twice this mouth and 1 sure was 
pleased to get them. 
I turned them 
over to a 
Lou-ell fellow, 
.Tack Des- 
marais, and he too appreciated them 
I have been told that Ray Dowd ib 
-within a few miles. 1 mean ten 01 
fifteen, from where .1 am, but I don t 
think I have any more chance of see- 
ing Hmi than 1 would if he were bacit 
on The Sun. I was through tho town 
he is supposed to be'in, but I didn'c 
know he was there at the time and so 
passed up a good chance for a merrj 
"siesta." 
I wrote to him the other 


day, so expect an. answer soon. 
I was very mudr^iterested in your 
story of Congressman Rogers' visit to 
France. It seemed natural enough too 
I was on the banks of that stream 
for a while myself. I was fortunate 
enough to get to that city where Jack 
O'Dea met the congressman, on two 
different occasions, and saw about al. 
of It that I care to. I have been sent 
on details quite a lot and have seen a 
whole lot more of this country than 1 
ever expected. 
As for scenery, you 
can't imagine anything like it, 
but 
that is 'about all that Is attractive. 
We have read about the cold winter 
you have liad. 
We had 
some cold 
weather for a few weeks and then il 
got warmer. What is coming next is 
pretty hard to judge, but I presume 
it will be rain so that we will have 
mud to tramp around in. I read about 
the coal and sugar scarcity you men- 
tioned. 
The same things are scarce 
•with us, but we haven't any chance 
to Hooverize, as you spoke of. 
I have moved twice since you wrote, 
but your mail was forwarded all right. 
1 ivas in training barracks, so-called, 
until about six weeks ago and nor/ 
we are living 
in what 
are called 
casual barracks. 
I have some straw 
'on eight .slats and sufficient blankets 
to keep warm in. so 1 should worry. 
You have printed more already in 
the paper than 1 can tell you about 
"sunny France." 
You probably know 


more about the people and the cus- 
toms now than I do, as every letter I 
read describes them. 
I can say that 
this language is some proposition.

am able to get along all right in a. 
store or 'restaurant, but when it comes 
to a conversation I give up the watch. 
But 1 may learn sooner or Inter. 
I had an experience recently that I 
bet you would have enjoyed. 
We. had 
an 
afternoon 
off and 
four of 
us 
walked to a. village 
about 30 miles 
aw.ay. It was different than any town 
I was ever in, with a canal and tow 
path running; through the centre. 
A 
French soldier told us that there was 
nothing more 
than 
the 
canal 
for 
amusement in the village, and the few 
inhabitants stand on the bridge and 
watch 
for 
the 
horse-drawn 
canal 
boats. 
He didn't like it.- 
Well, we wont, to n, house and had 


supper, which consisted of an omelet 
made from 
fresh 
laid 
eggs, 
black 


coffee and bread. 
The woman told us 
she was til> years old and remembered 
soldiers coming to the same house 
during the war of 1S70. 1 don't think 
I. will'ever forget that meal. 
We are also fortunate in having; n 
good Y.M.C.A. nearby. They have good 
entertainments and

there two or three nights a week.
